IN DISTRICT NO. I. 

The money for educational purposes the past year amounted 

to $1474. 54, affording schools for 33 weeks, which was di- 

vided into three terms of 11 weeks each. ‘The teachers of the 

four departments were severally paid $13, $9, $8 and $7 per 
week.

In compliance with the laws ofthe state, I herewith sub- 
mit the following report of the schools of the town’ district for 
the year 1886. 


The money for educational purposes the past year amounted 
to $158, affording schools for fifteen weeks, which was divided 
into a summer and fall term of seven and eight weeks respect- 
ively. 

The summer term in what was formerly district No. 2, was 
taught by Miss Nettie L. Rogers of Plymouth. Whole num- 
ber of scholars, 11 ; average attendance, 11; classed as follows: 
reading, 11; Spelling, 11; arithmetic, 9; geography, 3; gram- 
mar, 2; penmanship, 9. The Roll of Honor for this term was 
Jennie A. Currier, Alice M. Currier, Alson B. Currier, Her- 
bert Jones, Della Jones. Number of visitors, 9. The fall 
term was taught by the same teacher, and the whole number 
of scholars registered was 12; average number belonging to 
the school, 11 ; average attendance, 10. ‘The classification was 
the same as for the summer term. The Roll of Honor com- 
prised the names of Jennie A. Currier, Alice M. Currier, Al- 
son B. Currier, Fred E. Currier. Number of visitors,9. Miss 
Rogers is a young but energetic teacher, who went about her 
duties determined to achieve success. Her discipline was 
mild yet firm, and she succeeded in gaining the confidence of

her pupils and inspired them with a thirst for knowledge. The 
closing examinations of both the summer and fall terms attested 


well to the success of herefiorts. The register was well Kept. 


The summer term in what was formerly district No. 4 was 
taught by Miss S. Helen Stickney, of Campton. Whole num- 
ber of pupils, 13 ; average attendance, 13; classed as follows: 
reading, 13; spelling, 13; arithmetic, 12 ; geography. 6; gram- 
mar, 2; physiology, 2; penmanship, 8. The Roll of Honor 
wasas follows: Stella M. Leavitt, Madge Pease. Roxy J. 
Sanborn, Lulu B. Sanborn, Mabel M. Sargent, Frank B. East- 
man, Harry E. Leavitt, Horsce Leavitt, Harl Pease, John B. 
Wadleigh. Number of visitors, 9g. Miss Stickney is a teacher 
of considerable experience and a maintainer of order,and un- 
der her instructions the school prospered. The exercises at 
the close of the school showed a marked improvement, and it 
was much to be regretted that the term was of necessity so 
short. The fail term was taught by Miss Mary E. Webster of 
Centre Harbor. Whole number of scholars, 13 ; average num- 
ber belonging to the school, 12 ; average attendance, 11 ; classed 
as follows: reading, 13; spelling, 13; arithmetic, 12; geogra- 
phy, 7; grammar, 2; physiology, 2; penmanship, 11. The 
Roll of Honor for the term was Mabel M. Sargent, Roxy J. 
Sanborn, Lulu B. Sanborn. _ Number of visitors, 9. Regis- 
ter well kept. Miss Webster seems endowed with patience, 
perseverence and thoroughness, three requisite qualifications in 
a teacher, and has for her motto, **‘Not how much, but how 
well.” She soon acquired the respect and esteem of parents 
and pupils, and thus secured that cooperation which is so es- 
sential to the best results. The closing examination fully 
equalled my expectation, and in my anticipation of a good 
school, I was not disappointed. 


We had four scholars who attended the school taught by 
Miss Emma H. Gordon, in what was formerly the Union dis- 
trict in New Hampton. This school was in session 8 weeks. 
being sustained in part by contributions from citizens of the 
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Dot Fay.
